Romney Goes After Gingrich 


Candidate switches 
up strategy, directs 
attacks at GOP rival 

Des Moines 

Republican Mitt Romney opened 
a broad and newly abrasive assault 
on rival Newt Gingrich on Thurs- 
day, dispatching surrogates and 
staff to cast him as unworthy of 
the GOP nomination and unfit to 
be president. 

Romney is aiming to under- 
mine his rising rival on both per- 
sonal and professional fronts ahead 
of the 2012 campaign’s opening 
contest Jan. 3 in Iowa — a reversal 
by the one-time front-runner who 
had previously all but ignored his 
Republican foes. 

“He’s not a reliable and trusted 
conservative leader, because he’s 
not a reliable or trustworthy lead- 
er,” former Missouri senator Jim 
Talent, a Romney supporter, said 
of Gingrich, offering a preview of 
the attacks Romney’s team prom- 
ised would continue in the next 
few weeks. 

Romney allies also were giving

Campaigning in South Caroli- 
na, Gingrich brushed off the verbal 
assault and insisted his campaign 
would not change its above-the-fray 
approach regarding fellow Repub- 
lican contenders. “We’re focused on 
remaining positive,” he said. 

Gingrich’s reluctance to engage 
may be out of necessity. He dra- 
matically lags behind Romney in 
organizational firepower as he tries 
to rebuild his campaign after an 


early summer implosion that left 
it deep in debt. 

The onslaught of criticism 
from Romney and his allies, after 
months of focusing solely on Pres- 
ident Obama, comes as the race 
has developed into a two-per- 
son contest. Gingrich’s quick rise 
in national and early-state polls 
threatens Romney’s claim as the 
likeliest Republican to be cho- 
sen to challenge Obama next fall.

Fallen Tree in Zimbabwe 
Touted by Superstitious 


Harare, Zimbabwe 

The felling of Zimbabwe’s famed 
colonial-era “Hanging Tree” has 
many believing it signals the dawn 
of a new era for the nation, whose 
hardline president is in the winter 
of his long rule. 

The tree fell Wednesday after it 
was struck by a construction truck, 
witnesses said.

Gang Indicted in Deaths 


7 in D.C. 

D.C. police chief calls 
them part of ‘deadly 
criminal organization’ 

Washington 

A District grand jury has indict- 
ed seven members of a Northwest 
Washington street gang authorities 
said are responsible for three killings 
and dozens of other offenses since 
2006, officials said Thursday. 

In an 80 -count indictment, the 
U.S. attorney’s office said members 
of the 14th and Girard gang — the 
gang, named for District streets of 
the same name, was also known as 
G-Rod, 1-4 and the Cut Crew, author- 
ities said — were behind a series of 
crimes that included a 2010 slaying 


after an afternoon funeral. 

Gang members were responsible 
for the Jan. 9, 2009, fatal shooting 
of Paul Jones, 17, in the 1300 block 
of Columbia Road NW; the Aug. 11, 
2010, fatal shooting of Sean Robin- 
son, 19, in the 2500 block of 17th and 
Euclid streets NW; and the Sept. 28, 
2010, fatal shooting of Jamal Coates, 
21, in the 1300 block of U Street NW, 
according to the indictment. 

Coates was killed after attend- 
ing the Sept. 29, 2010, funeral of 
Ashley McRae, 21, a Columbia 
Heights resident who was shot to 
death that month, according to 
authorities. 

Seven men were indicted on 
counts including first-degree mur- 
der: Lafonte Carlton, 21; Robert Giv- 
ens, 19; Devyn Black; 22; Ricardo

Epps, 22; Marcellus Jackson, 23; 
Keir Johnson, 21; and Lester Wil- 
liams, 24. 

Epps and Williams were arrest- 


ed Monday, authorities said; Black 
is in custody in a 2009 shooting; 
and police are still searching for 
Jackson and Johnson. 

Carlton and Givens are in the 
D.C. jail on charges associated 
with the Jones and Robinson kill- 
ings, respectively, according to 
authorities. 

In a statement, Metropolitan 
Police Chief Cathy L. Lanier called 
the seven men “part of a danger- 
ous and deadly criminal organi- 
zation that used threats, intim- 
idation and extreme violence to 
protect their turf.” 

A hearing is scheduled Friday 
for Carlton, Givens, Epps and Wil- 
liams before D.C. Superior Court 
Judge Thomas J. Motley, keith

2 Killed at Va. Tech 


Campus is shaken 
after an incident 
stirs memories of 
the ’07 shootings 

Blacksburg, Va. 

A gunman killed a police officer in 
a Virginia Tech parking lot Thurs- 
day and was found dead nearby in 
a baffling attack that sent shud- 
ders through the campus nearly 
five years after it was the scene of 
the deadliest shooting rampage in 
modern U.S. history. 

The shooting took place around 
12:15 p.m. on the same day Virgin- 
ia Tech officials were in Washing- 
ton, fighting a government fine 
over their alleged mishandling of 
the 2007 bloodbath. 

Before it became clear that the 
gunman in Thursday’s attack was 
dead, the school applied the les- 
sons learned during the last trag- 
edy, locking down the campus and 
using a high-tech alert system to 


warn students and faculty mem- 
bers to stay indoors. 

The officer was killed after 
pulling a driver over in a traffic 
stop. The gunman — who was 
not involved in the traffic stop — 
walked into the Coliseum parking 
lot and shot the officer, Sgt. Robert 
Carpentieri said. Police wouldn’t 
talk about a motive. 

A law enforcement official who 
spoke on the condition of ano- 
nymity confirmed the gunman 
was dead. 

It appeared the gunman died 
about a quarter-mile away from 
the traffic stop, in another school 
parking lot, where officials said a 
man was found dead with a gun 
nearby. While police at a news con- 
ference wouldn’t confirm the sec- 
ond body was the gunman’s, Car- 
pentieri said that “you can kind of 
read between the lines.” 

The shooting prompted a lock- 
down that lasted for about four 
hours. 

“Today, tragedy again struck 
Virginia Tech,” said university Pres- 
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Meanwhile ••• 

Thursday’s 
shooting came 
soon after the con- 
clusion of a hearing 
at which Virginia 
Tech was appeal- 
ing a $55,000 fine by the U.S. Edu- 
cation Department in connection 
with the university’s response to 
the 2007 rampage. The department 
said the school violated the law by 
waiting more than two hours after 
two students were shot to death in 
their dorm before sending a warn- 
ing. Bythen,gunmanSeung-Hui 
Cho, shown, was chaining the doors 
to a building where he killed 30 more 
people and then himself, (ap) 



ident Charles Steger. “Our hearts 
are broken again.” 

The officer had served on the 
campus police force for four years. 
State police were still investigat- 
ing whether he had been specifi- 
cally targeted. 

Students preparing for exams 
were suddenly told to hunker 
down. Heavily armed officers 
walked around campus as cara- 
vans of SWAT vehicles and other 
police cars with flashing emergency 
lights patrolled nearby. 

“A lot of people, especially 
toward the beginning, were scared,” 
said Jared Brumfield, a 19-year-old 
freshman from Culpeper, Va., who 
had been detained in the Squires 
Student Center. 

Derek O’Dell, a third-year veter- 
inary student at Virginia Tech who 
was wounded in the 2007 shoot- 
ing, was shaken. 

“It just brings up a lot of bad feel- 
ings, bad memories,” O’Dell said. 
“You pray there are no more victims, 
and pray for the families.” 

In August, a report of a possi- 
ble gunman at Virginia Tech set 
off the longest, most extensive lock- 
down and search on campus since 
2007. No gunman was found, and 
the school gave the all-clear sig- 
nal about five hours after sirens 
began wailing and students and 
staff members started receiving 
warnings, eric tucker and zinie chen

Peterson (29-1-1) will face argu- 
ably his toughest foe in Khan (26-1, 
18 KOs), a lightning-quick 25-year- 
old unified super lightweight cham- 
pion who has impressive wins over 
Paul McCloskey and Zab Judah 
under his belt this year. 

“I draw a lot of strength from my 
past,” said Peterson, who became 
homeless at age 6. “In a lot of my 
fights, I may be down early, but I 
never give up.” 

Mitchell, a native of Brandy- 
wine, Md., has rocketed to the 
upper echelon of the heavyweight 
rankings since turning to the sport 
after a knee injury derailed the for- 
mer Michigan State linebacker’s 
football career. Timur Ibragimov 
(30-3-1), from Uzbekistan, will be 
Mitchell’s most experienced foe. 
Still, the local is dreaming big. 

“I want to become heavyweight 
champion of the world, and as an 
American, people want someone 
they can relate to,” said Mitchell, 
who is undefeated in 24 fights. 
“I’m glad that they have chosen 
me. The pressure doesn’t bother

We don’t have a vote for the Heisman, 
but here is how we’d stack up the five 
finalists, saving our winner for last. 



5. TRENT RICHARDSON (ALA.) 

He’s Looking to become the second 
Alabama running back in three years 
to win the Heisman after finishing the 
regular season fifth in the nation in 
rushing with 131.9 yards per game and 
tied for fifth in touchdowns with 23. 


4. TYRANN MATHIEU (LSU) 

“Honey Badger," as the LSU defensive 
back is known, has the best nickname 
of the finalists. He was 
also the best player on 
the best unit in college 
football. But will he be 
the second defensive 
player (Michigan’s 
Charles Woodson was the first) to win 
the Heisman? Doubtful. 



3. ANDREW LUCK (STANFORD) 

By passing for 3,170 yards with 35 
touchdowns and leading the Cardinal 
to an 11-1 record and a second-straight 
BCS bid, Luck locked up his status as 
the top pick in the NFL draft, but he 
might fall victim to high preseason ex- 
pectations in the Heisman race. 


2. MONTEE BALL (WIS.) 

He’s has scored 38 touchdowns for 
Wisconsin and needs one more to 
match Barry Sanders’ NCAA record.

Pujols Gets $254M to Be an Angel 


St. Louis icon heads 
to L.A. months after 
World Series victory 


Pro Baseball 

Three-time NL MVP Albert Pujols 
agreed Thursday to a $254 million, 
10-year contract with the Los Ange- 
les Angels, leaving the World Series- 
champion St. Louis Cardinals after 
more than a decade for a new base- 
ball life in southern California. 

Pujols’ contract, which is sub- 
ject to a physical, is the second- 
highest in baseball history and the 
third to break the $200 million bar- 
rier, after Alex Rodriguez’s $252 
million, 10 -year deal with Texas 
before the 2001 season and A-Rod’s 
$275 million, 10-year contract with the 
Yankees before the 2008 season.

Backstory 

Albert Pujols had spent all 11 of his major league 
seasons with the Cardinals, hitting .338 with 445 
home runs and 1,329 RBI to become a franchise 
icon second only to Stan Musial. He is fourth in career 
slugging percentage at .617, trailing only Hall of Fam- 
ers Babe Ruth (.690), Ted Williams (.634) and Lou Gehrig 
(.632). Pujols’ numbers in nearly every major offensive 
category are on a three-year decline. He had his poorest 
season in 2011 and at 31 is likely to spend the majority of 
his career with the Angels at designated hitter, (ap) 


“This is a monumental day for 
Angel fans,” Angels owner Arte 
Moreno said. 

In addition to the Pujols sign- 
ing, the Angels agreed to a five- 
year contract with left-hander C.J. 
Wilson, a deal worth $77.5 million 
that raised their spending for the 
day to $331.5 million. 


People familiar with the deals 
told The Associated Press the terms 
of each contract, speaking on con- 
dition of anonymity. 

St. Louis also offered the slug- 
ger a 10 -year deal, but he chose 
to leave the Gateway City for the 
freeway life. 

“We are disappointed,” Cardi- 


nals chairman Bill DeWitt Jr. said. “I 
would like our fans to know that we 
tried our best to make Albert a life- 
time Cardinal but, unfortunately, we 
were unable to make it happen.” 

The Angels, who finished 10 
games behind pennant-winning 
Texas in the AL West, made the 
move as the financially troubled 
Los Angeles Dodgers are in the 
process of being sold by Frank 
McCourt in U.S. Bankruptcy Court, 
a deal that could give the region’s 
NL team a new, wealthy owner. 
The Dodgers could aggressively bid 
for talent a year from now, giving 
them a boost in the regional com- 
petition for fans’ attention. 

“Winning breeds interest, and 
we are setting ourselves up to start 
next season with an opportunity 
to get good,” new Angels general 
manager Jerry Dipoto said, (ap)

Reportedly, “The Sitter,” a raun- 
chy new comedy starring Jonah 
Hill, will be the last movie to fea- 
ture the pear-shaped young actor 
in his heavyset form, since Hill 
slimmed down considerably in 
recent months. Although the fatter- 
the-funnier equation is doubtlessly 
glib, there’s no question that when 
actors like Hill and Seth Rogen seek 
deeper, more complex roles — in 



“Moneyball” and “50/50,” say — the 
first step seems to be more protein 
shakes and fewer Ding Dongs. 

For those fans who cherish Hill’s 
delicate balance of anxiety and self- 
confidence that finds its uncanny 
embodiment in a fat man’s physical 
contradictions, “The Sitter” will con- 
stitute a vulgar, fitfully funny fare- 
well to Hill’s baby-fat phase. 

Hill plays an arrested adolescent 
named Noah who’s living at home 
with his mom after being suspended 
from college; with no discernible job 
in sight, his chief occupation is pur- 
suing a self-centered blonde named 
Marisa (Ari Graynor), who is enthu- 
siastically enjoying his prowess in 
bed as “The Sitter” opens.

‘Le Havre’ is a clever 
testament to the 
power of community 

Film Review 

“Miracles do happen,” a doctor 
tells a character named Arletty in 
“Le Havre,” Aki Kaurismaki’s new 
movie. “Not in my neighborhood,” 
she replies. 

Welcome to the tender, dead- 
pan world of Kaurismaki, a Finn- 
ish filmmaker who has set his story 
of timely issues and timeless values 
in the French port city of the title. It 
turns out that Arletty (Kati Outinen) 
isn’t lying about the town’s tough- 
est precincts, where her husband, 
Marcel (Andre Wilms), works as a 
shoe shine man. Together they eke 
out a modest existence along with a 
tightknit community of friends and 


neighbors who approach life with 
a similar, signature brand of cyni- 
cism and cheerfulness. 

When Marcel unexpectedly 
encounters a young man from Afri- 


ca named Idrissa (Blondin Miguel), 
what begins as one man’s mission to 
make a small difference becomes a 
potent — and often hilarious — tes- 
tament to the power of community 


his hand, presumably out of mutual 
concern for their once Oscar-win- 
ning careers. 

Michelle Pfeiffer, in a drab wig 
and red-rimmed eye makeup, pouts 
on a motorcycle with Zac Efron. 

Katherine Heigl, Jon Bon Jovi, 
Sarah Jessica Parker, Lea Michele, 
Sofia Vergara and Seth Myers are 
here, too, as well as “Valentine’s 
Day” vets Jessica Biel and Ashton 
Kutcher, the latter of whom spends 
the entire movie in his pajamas, an 
apt sartorial metaphor for a produc- 
tion mired in lazy writing, listless 
pacing and a sense of entitlement.

HAPPY FEET TWO (PG, 100 minutes) In

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Scorsese announced that he would make 
his first 3-D movie — and a PG-rated 
family film, no less — severalof his fans 
pronounced themselvesflummoxed.

IMMORTALS (R, 110 minutes) Based very 
loosely on the primordial Greek hero, The- 
seus (Henry Cavill) is a small-town prole 
who cares only for his mother. Because 
of a rough childhood, he rejectsthe gods 
ofOlympusashokum. Hisnemesis, batty 
King Hyperion (Mickey Rourke), believes in 
the gods but loathes them. He seeks the 
bow of Epirus, the only weapon that can 
free the Olympians’ old rivals, the Titans, 
from their cell deep inside Mount Tartar- 
us. The movie pays less attention to theol- 
ogy, however, than decapitations, castra- 
tions, eviscerations and the occasional 
parboiling alive of people inside a giant 
metal bull. The movie’s self-importance 
is inflated by the usual pseudo-Wagnerian 


score and occasional narration by John 
Hurt, playing Theseus’ humble but 
secretly divine mentor, mark jenkins 
JACK AND JILL (PG, 89 minutes) In “Jack 
and Jill,” a lowbrow drag comedy, Adam 
Sandler plays both Jack, a successful, 
attractive L.A. advertising director, 
and Jack’s identical twin sister, Jill, an 
overweight, abrasive harpy with a room- 
temperature IQ. Like all Happy Madison 
productions, it cannot really be said to 
be good or bad, any more than dump- 
ing a bag of marbles onto a bathroom 
scale can be said to result in an accurate 
weight. Itiswhatit is— something unruly, 
stupid and sort of funny, in the same 
way that passing gas is funny. There is a 
lot of passing gas in “Jack and Jill.” The 
unsurprisingly bon-mot-free script is 
by Steve Koren, Robert Smigel and Ben 
Zook. Why it took three of them to come

MARTHA MARCY MAY MARLENE (R, 

101 minutes) Elizabeth Olsen delivers 
an utterly transfixing turn as the title 
character of this chilling psychological 
thriller, in which a young woman named 
Martha joins a cult and is rechristened 
“Marcy May” by the group’s dangerously 
charismatic leader. Structured mostly 
in flashbacks while Martha seeks to 
reunite with her estranged sister Lucy, 
this is a story that’s about a cult only in 
the most superficial sense. As Olsen’s 
alternately recessive, spontaneous, 
blunt and vulnerable turn suggests, it’s 
about a woman forging an identity in 
spite of the familial and pseudo-familial 
forces that never cease to exert their 
own destructive pulls. Just how Martha’s 
reunion will play out with Lucy takes on 
the contours of a horrorfilm in “Martha 
Marcy May Marlene,” which, true to its art- 
house spirit, offers no easy answers, a.h. 
MELANCHOLIA (R, 135 minutes) A mas- 
terwork of grandeur, millennial angst 
and high romantic style, “Melancholia” 
takes themes that have marked the best 
films of 2011 and spins them intoa blast 
of cosmic sparkle dust. “Melancholia” 
begins in earnest with the late arrival 
of a bride and groom to their wedding 
party. The bride’s ambivalence comes 
into florid expression at the reception,

a lavish affair that writer-director Lars 
von Trier films virtually in real time, as 
the newly wed Justine and her groom, 
Michael, navigate their fragile new life 
asa couple. The setup hasthe makings 
of a bitterly funny dysfunctional-family 
comedy, but von Trier instead plays itfor 
maximum nihilistic drama. The “Melan- 
cholia” wedding seems to go on and on, 
with Justine’s skepticism finally taking 
a shockingly subversive turn. As von 
Trier’s ultimate wish-fulfillmentfantasy, 


“Melancholia” is a broodingly downbeat 
self-portrait but also the inspiring work of 
an artist of seemingly boundless imagina- 
tive power, a.h. 

THE MUPPETS (PG, 98 minutes) “The 
Muppets" is both a delightful family 
film about the Muppets and a winking, 
self-referential satire about how lame 
the Muppets are. How does it manage 
that trick? By starting with the premise 
that the Muppets are has-beens. What 
sets the plot in motion is a visit to Los 
Angeles by Gary, Mary and Walter (Gary’s 
somewhat codependent brother). Walter 
isaMuppetsgroupie, and when hearrives 
in Hollywood, hecan’tquiteacceptthefact 
that his heroesare washed up. With theas- 
sistance of Gary and Mary, Waltersetsout 
to reunite the Muppetsfor one lastshow, 
the proceeds from which will be used to 
save the decrepit Muppet Studios build- 
ing from being torn down. So far, so corny. 
What saves “The Muppets” from itself is 
a sharp eye for just how silly all of this is. 
Directed by James Bobin and co-written 
by Segel and Nicholas Stoller, the film is 
mordant without being mean and sweet 
without being saccharine, m.o. 

SHAME (NC-17, 99 minutes) In Steve 
McQueen’s mournful portrait of an addict 
hitting rock bottom, Michael Fassbender 
plays a man seeking self-annihilation 
through the compulsive pursuit of sex. 
As successful New Yorker Brandon,

Fassbender spends a great deal of time 
staring moodily. Brandon may be able 
to make it anywhere, but even when 
he’s with another person he’s alone. 
That changes with the sudden arrival of 
his little sister, Sissy (Carey Mulligan), 
whose hospital bracelet indicates that 
all is not entirely well with her either. 
Sissy upsets Brandon’s metronomically 
choreographed rituals, which, itbecomes 
clear, emanate from a wound deep in their 
shared past. “Shame” leaves motiva- 
tions and backstories up to the viewer’s 
imagination and focuses with unblink- 
ing frankness on the depths of Bran- 
don’s most self-loathing behavior, a.h. 


TOWER HEIST (PG-13, 105 minutes) Ben 
Stiller plays Josh Kovacs, the general 
manager of the Tower, a posh apartment 
complex. Overseeing a motley staff, Josh 
proudly caters to every passing whim of 
his elite clientele, the richest of whom 
is penthouse dweller Arthur Shaw. He 
appears genial, but when the staff pen- 
sions Josh invested with Shaw disappear 
like the dregs of last night’s single malt, 
the game is afoot. As enjoyable as the 
individual performances are, they don’t al- 
ways emulsify into a smoothly integrated 
whole. Butthat matters little in a movie 
that derives most of its cachet from

Inside a Killer’s Mind 


Dominic West depicts 
sociopath Fred West 
in ‘Appropriate Adult’ 


Film 


“The Wire’s” Dominic 
West takes a chilling turn 
as real-life British serial 
killer Fred West in the Sundance 
Channel film “Appropriate Adult.” 
Yet, throughout the entire 214-hour 
drama, viewers never see Fred com- 
mit a single crime. 

“I think it would have been 
wrong to have shown anything 
other than reported action,” West 
says. “Then it would have been hor- 
ror or pornography” 

Fred was responsible — along 
with his wife, Rose — for the murder 
of at least 11 young women between 
1967 and 1987. The film focuses on 
Fred’s arrest in 1994 and the inves- 
tigation that led to his admitting to 
a portion of the murders. 

“Appropriate adult” is a Brit- 
ish legal term that applies to Janet

Leach (Emily Watson), the court- 
appointed citizen advocate tasked 
with explaining the charges to the 
mentally unstable Fred. 

“He didn’t have the normal sort 
of value systems that we have,” West 
says. “There was no difference to 
him between killing the family pig, 
which he did when he was 13, and 
killing an unwanted girlfriend. It 
is a childlike, monstrous ego that 
he had, that had none of the checks 
that most adults have.” 


Much of the film plays out in 
interrogation rooms, as Fred manip- 
ulates Janet and the police. West and 
the film’s writers had access to more 
than 100 hours of police interviews, 
some of which made it into the film 
verbatim. “It was never difficult 
to put across the nature of his evil 
and of his malignancy just because 
the words are so powerful and so 
appalling,” West says. “You could 
see what kind of a psychopath he
